official Changes have

offices; 
but 
W alker 
Blaine occupied the seat vacated by F irst 
A ssistant Secretary Rives in the D epartm ent 
of State, and Thom as Sherm an, who form er­ 
ly served as Secretaiy B laine’s Private Secre­ 
tary, was endeavoring to protect the Secre­ 
tary 
from 
inroans 
of 
the 
public. 
Both of them have voluntarily taken hold to 
help sm ooth the way for the new adm inistra­ 
tion, but in neither case has an appointm ent 
been made. 
In the W ar D epartm ent W illiam C. Endi- 
cott, J r., continues to fill the post of P rivate 
Secretary. 
His father, the late Secretary of 
W ar, called upon his successor this m orning, 
presum ably to supply him w ith inform ation 
respecting current business. 
Senators P a d ­ 
dock and Hawley, and Representative Dorsey, 
of N ebraska, were am ong Secretary P ro cto r’s 
callers, and they subsequently called upon 
Secretaries Blatuc and T racy. 
N o appointm ent has not yet been m ade to 
fill the Private Secretaryship in the N avy Dc- 
im rtm ent, vacated by Mr. Fletcher, and the 
assistant is discharging the routine duties of 
the office. Ex-Senat*r C handler called about 
m id-day upon Secretary Tracy, and had 
q uite a long chat w ith him . 
In all of thé E xecutive D epartm ents lo­ 
cated in the State, W ar and N avy building 
the changes likely to result from the change 
in politics of the adm inistration are few in 
num ber, because a long line of precedents fa­ 
voring the continuation of the bureau chiefs 
in the State D epartm ent, w hile in the others 
the superior posts are m ostly filled by de­ 
tailed A rm y and N avy officers. 
Assistant Secretary T hom pson was A cting 
Secretary of the T reasury, to-day, at the re­ 
quest of Secretary W indom , who announced 
his intention of devoting the day to the re ­ 
ception of visitors. 
A large num ber of Sen 
ators and ex-m em bcrs of Congress availed 
them selves of the opportunity afforded and 
called to pay their respects; and throughout 
the day the room of the Secretary was filled 
w ith visitors. 
N o distinction was made in 
favor of politicians and the general public 
was largely represented. 
T h e callers at the W hite House to-day out 
num bered those of yesterday. 
It was about 
9:30 o’clock when the President made his a p ­ 
pearance in the official part of the house, and 
received the Inter-State Commerce C om m is­ 
sioners w ith the State R ailroad Commissioners 
now in the City. Follow ing them were about 
1,000 persons who wished to shake the P resi­ 
den t’s hand. 
W hen this task was over the 
P resident clim bed the stairs only to find him ­ 
self confronted w ith Senators, R epresenta­ 
tives and office-seekers in scores. T he greater 
num ber of them really called to pay their re­ 
spects, but another and not inconsiderable 
num ber could not let pass the opportunity to 
w hisper a w ord in favor of their particular 
candidates for various offices. 
Soon after noon the M ichigan delegation 
called by nppointm cnt. 
A s they have not 
yet agreed upon the m an and place they w ant, 
they did nothing m ore thau exchange courte­ 
sies w ith the head of the new adm inistration. 
A fter that, and u n til luncheon, the P resi­ 
d en t’s tim e was taken up in hand shaking. 
A m ong those received w ere the Colored E d i­ 
tors and a Texas delegation. 
E x-Postm aster 
G eneral K ay.ex-M inisterSheneckand Senator 
Jones, of ArknDsas, w ere am ong the m orn­ 
in g callers. 
Mr. H arrison stated to-day he 
w ould h a re been very m uch pleased to have 
appointed in his C abinet some one from 
C alifornia, and at an early date he suggested 
to the people of the Pacific Slope to unite 
upon two or three nam es from w hich he 
m ight select.

First Comptroller Durham, Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue Miller and Fourth Audi­ 
tor Shelley have tendered their resignations 
to Secretary Windom, to take effect at his 
convenience. 
Messrs. Mason, of West-Vir 
f 
inia, Montgomery, of Ohio, and Evans, of 
[entucky, are the leading candidates for the 
position of Internal Revenue Commissioner. 
Treasurer Hyatt will tender his resignation 
to the President at the first opportunity. 
Charles E. Coon, formerly Assistant Secre 
tary of the Treasury, is reported to be an ap 
plicant for the position of Comptroller of the 
Currency. 
It is said, however, that Secre­ 
tary Windom has requested him to resume 
his former position. 
Mr. Buchard, formerly Director of the

was deposited 
in 
checks $150,255. 
O f this $32,872 w ere dis­ 
counts, leaving the net cash deposited $117,- 
283. 
M atthew H ale, o f counsel for Snaith, here 
desired to have entered on the record a form al 
protest against w hat he term ed the unfairness 
of this proceeding.

WFLI, REALLY! 


The g reat serv ice of the administration has been 
its demonstration of the fact that while the Demo­ 
cratic party counts nearly ns many adherents as l he 
Republican, it is not a rev olutionary party, and that 
the Union and g ov ernment are perfectly safe under 
Democratic ascendency.— Harper's Weekl y. 
So the test of Democratic patriotism aud 
usefulucss has come to this, that it did not 
take advantage ofjts power to start a revolu­ 
tion ! 
That is a lofty conception of duty to 
country surely ! 
We believe, however, that 
Ha rp er's Week ly 
expected something more 
than this when it went over to the Demo­ 
cratic party four veal's ago. 
It expected a 
thorough purification of the public service, 
not indeed by a Democratic clean sweep, but 
by the retention of efficient Republicans in 
office. 
It expected that the opening of the 
books would reveal a scaudalous amount of 
stealing under past administrations. 
It ex­ 
pected a stern application of old fashioned 
economy and J effersonian simplicity. 
In all 
of these things it has been disappointed. The 
useful Republican officials were turned out, 
and wherever proved thieves were put in their 
places they were allowed to stay. 
The ex 
amination of the books revealed 
a 
de­ 
ficiency of two cents which were afterwards 
swept up from the treasury tloor where they 
had been dropped by one of the examiners.

The Republican Senate stood 
squarely and firmly between the country and 
any scheme of revolutionizing the govern 
ment that the executive might have advised 
or the lower house undertaken. 
And how 
ever much the old rebels in Congress might 
have yearned for another tilt at arms, they 
had a wholesome and restraining recollection 
of past occurrences. 
Their party had iudeec 
numbered at the polls as large a force as the 
Republicans, but they knew that rebellion 
would let loose into entire freedom to bear 
arms a million men whose votes they had sup 
pressed. 
There would 
then lie another 
counting of the “ adherents" of the two par 
ties, and the Republican party would again 
have with it the big majority that carried the 
flag to Appomattox. 
Rut while the Democratic party is able to 
“ point with pride ” to the fact that it did not 
again prove itself a revolutionary party, it 
went as far as it could in its endorsement of 
a previous revolution and rebellion. 
The 
Confederate soldiers in the Cabinet were to 
the Union soldiers there as two to one. 
Un­ 
ion soldiers by the hundred were turned 
out of places to make room for Confederates. 
The dependent pension bill lor the benefit of 
Union veterans was vetoed, while the Mexi­ 
can pension bill, a companion measure whose 
benefits inured almost wholly to Confeder 
ates, was approved. 
The vetoes of private 
pension bills for Union veterans and their de­ 
pendents were almost numberless, while Air. 
Cleveland’s last official act was the veto of 
the direct tax bill, which would have restored 
to all the slates that paid it the direct tax 
levied for the support of the war in 1861. 
And when he went out of office he carried 
away twenty-six pension bills, which were 
thus squelched by the pocket veto. 
The only 
compliment which Ha rp er's 
Week ly can find to bestow7 upon the departed 
administration is for refraining from the one 
act of revolution through armed rebellion 
that the Democratic party dared not under­ 
take. 
Is the Week ly a fair eulogist ? Is what 
it has said the best that could be said ? 
The 
duty of answering devolves appropriately 
upon the mouthpieces of that party. 
W e do 
not recall any real service rendered to the 
country by the party during its four years ot 
political ascendency, except the practical ex 
tinguishment of a once very troublesome 
treasury surplus by the methods outlined by 
Secretary Fairchild in his references to the 
New York custom house. 
What is the country’s highest expectation 
of the Republican party on its return to 
power ? 
That it will restrain itself from en­ 
gaging in 
revolution 
or 
revolutionary 
schemes? 
We think not. 
The Democratic 
party is the only party in existence that feels 
itself complimented when thanked for not 
having done this thing. 


KEENAN RAISING A FUND. 


Ross Keenan of the New York Boodlers 
assisted by other dwellers in the United States 
penal colony, has undertaken to buy up the 
• Canadian Parliament. 
Last week Professor 
Weldon introduced a bill providing for the 
surrender to the United States of all crimi 
nals who have escaped from this country and 
are domiciled in the Dominion. 
Refore in­ 
troducing the bill Weldon made a quiet can 
vass among the members, and thinks he has 
secured enough unequivocal promises to as 
sure its passage. 
The movement threw the whole penal col­ 
ony into alarm. 
A conference was at once 
arranged in Montreal between Keenan and 
J ohn C. Eno, who stole $2,000,000 from the 
Second National Rank of New York, and the 
result is a concerted attempt to defeat the 
bill by bribery. 
Keenan at once communi­ 
cated with his resident fellow boodlers,Demp­ 
sey, DeLacey and Sayles. 
The conferees 
sent 
him 
last 
Wednesday 
on 
a 
mis­ 
sion to 
Toronto, 
Hamilton 
and W ind­ 
sor, 
to 
confer 
with 
other 
thieves, 
and he returned on Tuesday. 
He found in 
Toronto Thomas Axworthy, who stole $450,- 
000 from the city of Cleveland, Ohio, H. D. 
Scholl, who stole $14,000 from the Chicago 
and Northwestern railroad, and H. G. Stick- 


ney, who stole $17,000 from C. L. Daven­ 
port of Roston. 
In Windsor lie found J ohn 
E. Sullivan, the Indianapolis County Clerk 
who defaulted for over $100,000, and Ileury 
Dilckman who stole $60,000 from patrons in 
St. Louis. 
He found J oseph A. Moore, 
another Indianapolis thief who stole $500,000 
from the Connecticut Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, residing in Kingston, the notorious 
Mother Mandlehaum of New York in Hamil­ 
ton, aud Amandus Ebert, a Cincinnati sw in­ 
dler to the tune of $15,000, in Montreal. 
Keenan and his conferees had agreed that 
$100,000 must he raised and possibly more, 
and on returning to Montreal he was able to 
report subscriptions to the amount of $23,- 
000. 
It was believed possible to 
raise 
also 
$20,000 
in 
Montreal, 
as 
Eno 
himself 
was 
believed 
to 
be 
re­ 
liable for $10,000 ot $15,000, while an at­ 
tempt was to lie made to raise $20,000 from 
Canadian defaulters in the United States, 
since it was considered certain that the pass­ 
age of the Weldon bill would he followed 
with reciprocal action by Congress. 
Keenan, Eno and a lawyer in their employ 
are at Ottawa now, looking after the inter­ 
ests of the colony in Parliament. 
The coun­ 
sel is “ feeling” the members, and those who 
are found to lie “ impressionable” are given a 
quiet supper at Eno's rooms. 
These when 
they leave are supposed to find a “ wad” in 
their pockets, placed there by some mysteri­ 
ous agency. 
The bill is expected to come 
up 
for 
second 
reading 
this week 
and then 
attempts 
will 
be 
made 
to load it with absurd amendments and to de­ 
lay action by dilatory motions. 
So uncertain 
are the boodlers, however, of preventing its 
passage, that they have already written to 
Rilly Maloney at Amsterdam inquiring as to 
the desirability of that, place fora health re­ 
sort. 
Similar inquiries have 
been sent to 
Belgium, France, Spain, Italy and the Argen 
tine Republic. 
In the meantime Keenan finds that the 
most pressing need of the colony is an organ. 
His thoughts turn instinctively to one or two 
Democratic newspapers on this side of the 
line which he has braced up, and he wonders 
whether they will not come over and help 
him. 
Here is a fine opening for a grateful 
friend.

WFLÍ, REALLY! 
The great service of the administration has been 
its demonstration of the fact that while the Demo­ 
cratic party counts nearly as many adherents os the 
Republican, it is not a revolutionary party, and that 
the Union and government are perfectly safe under 
Democratic ascendency .— Harper's Weekly. 
So the test of Democratic patriotism and 
usefulness has come to this, that it did not 
take advantage ofjts power to start a revolu­ 
tion 1 That is a lofty conception of duty to 
country surely ! We believe, however, that 
Harper'» Weekly expected something more 
than this when it went over to the Demo 
cratic party four years ago. It expected a 
thorough purification of the public service, 
not indeed by a Democratic clean sweep, but 
by the retention of efficient Republicans in 
office. It expected that the opening of the 
books would reveal a scaudalous amount of 
stealing under past administrations. It ex­ 
pected a stern application of old fashioned 
economy and Jeffersonian simplicity. In all 
of these things it has been disappointed. The 
useful Republican officials were turned out, 
and wherever proved thieves were put in their 
places they were allowed to stay. The ex­ 
amination of the books revealed a de­ 
ficiency of two cents which were afterwards 
swept up from the treasury floor where they 
had been dropped by one of the examiners. 
There has been no exceptional honesty in 
Democratic administration; on the contrary 
Ex-Secretary Fairchild has stated that the 
frauds in the New York customhouse have 
amounted to millions. Jeffersonian simplic­ 
ity has been at a discount, while waste and 
extravagance have run riot, and there has 
been a steady effort to ape the splendor of 
European courts. And at the elections the 
old Democratic tactics of fraud, intimidation 
and murder have been brought into full play, 
without provoking a word of remonstrance 
from Washington. 
And now' we are told that the administra­ 
tion has rendered great service to the country 
in not heading an actual revolution by its 
party. In the general summing up, this is 
the best that can be said for it. It is not 
a high compliment. We do not praise the 
boy as exceptionally good and peaceful 
who, 
on 
his 
return 
to 
school, 
refrains 
from thrashing the 
teacher, 
after 
having 
once 
been 
soundly 
thrashed himself in making the attempt. The 
boys who have never engaged in such an un­ 
dertaking arc entitled to a better character. 
As for a revolution, that would have been 
impossible without engaging again in armed 
rebellion. 
The Republican Senate stood 
squarely and firmly bet ween the country and 
any scheme of revolutionizing the govern 
ment that the executive might have advised 
or the lower house undertaken. And how­ 
ever much the old rebels in Congress might 
have yearned for another tilt at arms, they 
had a wholesome and restraining recollection 
of past occurrences. Their party had indeed 
numbered at the polls ¡vs large a force as the 
Republicans, but they knew that rebellion 
w'ould let loose into entire freedom to bear 
arms a million men whose votes they had sup 
pressed. 
There would then la; another 
counting of the “adherents" of the two par 
ties, and the Republican party would again 
have with it the big majority that carried the 
flag to Appomattox. 
But while the Democratic party is able to 
“ point with pride ” to the fact that it did not 
again prove itself a revolutionary party, it 
went as far as it could in its endorsement of 
a previous revolution and rebellion. The 
Confederate soldiers in the Cabinet were to 
the Union soldiers there as two to one. Un 
ion soldiers by the hundred were turned 
out of places to make room for Confederates 
The dependent pension bill lor the benefit of 
Union veterans was vetoed, while the Mexi 
can pension bill, a companion measure whose 
benefits inured almost w holly to Confeder 
ates, was approved. The vetoes of private 
pension bills for Union veterans and their de 
pendents were almost numberless, while Mr, 
Cleveland’s last official act was the veto of 
the direct tax bill, which would have restored 
to all the slates that paid it the direct tax 
levied for the support of the war in 1861 
And when he went out of office he carried 
away twenty-six pension bills, which wer 
thus squelched by the pocket veto. 
The only compliment which Harper 
Weekly can find to bestow upon the departed 
administration is for refraining from the one 
act of revolution through armed rebellion 
that the Democratic party dared not under 
take. Is the Weekly a fair eulogist ? Is what 
it has said the best that could be said ? The 
duty of answering devolves appropriately 
upon the mouthpieces of that party. We do 
not recall any real service rendered to the 
country by the party during its four years ot 
political ascendency, except the practical ex­ 
tinguishment of a once very troublesome 
treasury surplus by the methods outlined by 
Secretary Fairchild in his references to the 
New York custom house. 
What is the country’s highest expectation 
of the Republican party on its return to 
power ? That it will restrain itself from eu 
gaging in revolution or revolutionary 
schemes? We think not. The Democratic 
party is the only party in existence that feels 
itself complimented when thanked for not 
having done this thin

attention to them. 
The men slood motionless 
until the last coach was abreast of them 
when the man with the gun leveled it and 
tired both barrels.

TRAIN FIRED INTO BY MEN W IT H SH O T 
G UNS NEAR CHICAGO. 
People Who Were Injured—W hite Cap Out­ 
rage in K ansas—W oman Who Died of 
F right and Fatigue—Excitem ent— 
O ther Telegraph News. 


Py Telegraph to The Freeman. 
C hicago, March 7.—The Cincinnati Ex­ 
press which etime in on the Louisville, New- 
Albany & Chicago Railroad last evening 
brought a badly-scared lot of passengers. 
Two hours before reaching Chicago the train 
was fired upon by an uukuown man who 
took deliberate aim at the rear coach and 
sent two loads of duek-sltol crashing through 
the windows. Some of the passengers nar­ 
rowly escaped. The shooting took place at 
4:30 o’clock in the afternoon. The train, 
tin unusually large one, was behind 
time and was 
running 
at a high 
rale of speed, not stopping at small stations. 
\V hen a mile south of Rose Lawn, a station 
in Indiana. 50 miles from Chicago, the engi­ 
neer noticed two men standing near the track. 
One had a double-barreled shot-gun. Sup 
posing they were hunters, lie paid no especial 
attention to them. The men stood motionless 
until the last coach was nhicast of them, 
when the man with the gun leveled it and 
fired both barrels. It made a loud report and 
t ie terrified passengers sprang from their 
sails as the shot crashed through the 
windows, and sent a shower of broken glass 
flying over tlie ear. For an instant they 
were almost paralyzed with fear, but realiz­ 
ing what had happened, some ran to the rear 
door, and saw the men still standing by the 
track. An instant later the train sped nround 
a curve. One of the passengers jerked the 
bell-eord, but there was so much slack that 
the gong in llie locomotive cab did not 
ring. 
The train could not be stopped 
until a passenger ran ahead to the baggage- 
ear, where the Conductor was found, and by 
that time several miles had lieen covered anti 
the Conductor would not turn back. An ex­ 
amination of the coach 
showed that

last four windows 
on tiie left 
side 
were 
smashed to 
atoms. The 
mtside of the car was riddled with shot, 
and a handful of the missiles was picked up 
from the car floor. Several of the passengers 
were slightly cut in tlie hands and face by 
broken glass, and T. S. Tanner, of Chicago, 
found a shot embedded in his scalp. The 
Railroad Company lias sent out officers to 
hunt down the miscreants.

AT SHOKAN, AT AN EARLY HOUR TH IS 
MORNING.

At about 2 o’clock this morning, the large 
tannery owned by McKinslry & Deyo, at Sho- 
kan, was discovered on fire. An effort was 
made by people of the place to save the build­ 
ing from total destruction, but their efforts 
were fruitless, the structure soon being re­ 
duced to a pile of smoldering ashes. 
IN THE I.OFTS. 
In the lofts of the tannery wen- stored 
many bundles of leather, all of which were 
Consumed. 
Most of the stock in the vats is 
believed to he uninjured. 
LOADED WITH 11ARK. 
On the Ulster & Delaware Railroad track 
near the tannery, stood about 16 cars laden 
with hark. 
They were pulled out of dan 
ger. 
ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 
The fire is In/Hcved to have originated in 
the bark mill, as flames were first discovered 
there. 
A high wind was blowing, and the 
lift? burned rapidly, which prevented the sav­ 
ing of any of the stock in the building. The 
flames lit up the surrounding country. 
THROWN OUT OF EMPLOYMENT. 
A large number of men are thrown out of 
employment by the disaster, and the loss will 
he fd t by the people of the place as well as 
by the owners. 
LOSS AND INSURANCE, 
i An effort was made to-day to learu the loas 
and insurance,hut neither McKinslry nor Deyo 
could, be found, they having left the place 
early this morning on business. 
It is under­ 
stood,'however, that the tannery and stock 
wore not fully insured. 
” 
WILL PROBABLY REBUILD. 
Messrs. McKinstrv and Deyo expect to re­ 
build the tannery as soon as the insurance is 
settled. 
They have about 1,500 tons of bark 
on liand and have engaged 500 tons to he 
delivered this spring. 


OPENING OF NAVIGATION IS NEAR. 


T h e Ic e o n th e H u d so n K lv er is S low ly 
H V u r ln j A w ay. 
The Hudson River is now comparatively 
clear from ice for several miles north of this 
City. Occasionally a mass of broken ice could 
be seen floating past the mouth of the Ron 
dout Creek, to-day, though not suflieieut to 
impede the progress of the ferry-boat Trans 
port. 
Yesterday the ice was reported as 
being “ on the move” as fur north as Albany, 
and large fields crashed into one another at 
various places. 
It is reported there is an ice 
iam at New-Baltimore, where the channel is 
narrow, and that it will require a fe* 
days of warm weather to break it up 
At Crum Elbow, kbout four miles this side 
of Highland, the ice is still reported to he 
blockaded and heaped 
up many feet in 
height, though above that point the Hudson 
is clear. 
On the east and west shores of the 
Hudson there is still considerable ice, hut it 
is said to l>c so thin that no difficulty would 
he experienced if navigation were at once re­ 
sumed. 
Boatmen, however, do not favor an open­ 
ing of navigation for at least a month to 
come. 
T!*cy argue there is not enough busi 
ness to be done at preseut.

At the first meeting of this City’s Common 
Council a new law relative to Constables will 
he enforced, under Chapter 24, Lawsof New 
York, entitled “ An act to amend Section 16 
of the laws of 1872, entitled an act to incor 
porate the City of Kingston.” Section 16 
says: 
All officers appointee, or elected under this act, 
except Mayor. Recorder. Justice of the Peace, As­ 
sessors, Aldermen and Constables, and also and ex­ 
cept as further excepted in this act. shall hold their 
offices for one year and until their successors shall 
qualify; but of such four Constables as shall be 
elected at the charter election next ensuing, the 
Common Council at its first m eeting thereafter shall 
choose, hy lot, two Constables to serve for one year 
and two to serve for two years; and thereafter two 
Constables shall t>e elected each year to serve for 
two years, one of whom shall Ik- a resident of the 
First, Second, Eighth or Ninth Wards, and one of 
the Third, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth or Seventh Wards. 
This law creates considerable speculation 
among the Constables. 
To name the officers- 
who shall serve two years hy “ lot” is consid­ 
ered by them as meaning by “chance” of 
some kind and not by ballot. The foregoing 
law was approved by the Governor May 4, 
1888, and hence was too late to enforce its 
provisions last year.

Blaine occupied the seat vacated by F irst 
Assistant S ecretary Rives in the D epartm ent 
of State, and Thom as Sherm an, w ho form er­ 
ly served as Secretaiy B laine’s Private Secre­ 
tary, was endeavoring to protect the Secre­ 
tary 
from 
inroads 
of 
the 
public. 
Both of them have voluntarily taken hold to 
help sm ooth the way for the new adm inistra­ 
tion, hut in neither case has an appointm ent 
been made. 
In the W ar D epaitm eut W illiam C. E n d i­ 
cott, J r., continues to fill the post of Private 
Secretory. 
H is father, the late Secretary of 
W ar, called upon his successor this m orning, 
presum ably lo supply bim w ith inform ation 
respecting c u rren t business. 
Senators P a d ­ 
dock and H aw ley, and R epresentative Dorsey, 
of N ebraska, w ere am ong Secretary Proctor s 
callers, and they subsequently called upon 
Secretaries B laine and T racy. 
No appointm ent bas not yet lieen m ade to 
fill the P rivate S ecretaryship in the Navy D e­ 
partm ent, vacated by Mr. F letcher, and the 
umUsU oI is discharging the routine duties of 
the office. 
£x-H cnntor ( ’h andler called nbout 
m id-day upon Secretary T racy , and had 
quite a long ch at w ith him. 
In all o f Birt Executive D epartm ents lo­ 
cated in the S tate, W ar and N avy building 
the changes likely to result from the change 
in politics of the adm inistration nre few in 
num ber, because a long line o f precedents fa­ 
voring the continuation of tile bureau chiefs 
in the Stale D epartm ent, w hile in the others 
the superior posts are m ostly filled by dc 
tailed A rm y and N avy officer*.

The (treat service of the adm inistration has been 
Its dem onstration of tho fact that w hile tho D"ino- 
erat ic party counts nearly as many adherents as tho 
Republican, it is not a revolutionary party, and that 
th e Union ami governm ent are perfectly safe under 
Democratic ascendency.— Harper'* Weekly. 
So the test of Democratic patriotism ami 
usefulness lias come to this, that it did not 
lake advantage of.its power to start a revolu­ 
tion I That is a lofty conception of duty to 
country surely ! 
We believe, however, that 
Harper’* Weekly expected something more 
than this when it went over to the Demo­ 
cratic party four years ago. 
It expected a 
thorough purification of the public service, 
not indeed bv a Democratic clean sweep, but 
by the retention of efficient Republicans in 
office. 
It expected that the opening of the 
books would reveal a scandalous amount of 
•'.cating lintier past administrations. 
It ex 
peeled a stern application of old fashioned 
economy anti Jeffersonian simplicity. 
In all 
of these* things it has been disappointed. The 
useful Republican officials were turned out, 
and wherever proved thieves w ere put in their 
place’s they were allowed to stay.

amination of the books revealed 
a 
de 
ficiency of two cents which were afterw ards 
swept up from the treasury Moor where they 
had been dropped by one of the examiners. 
There has l»een no exceptional honesty in 
Democratic administration; on the contrary 
E x-Secretary Fairchild lias stated that the 


fra u d s in the New York custom house have 
amounted to millions. 
Jeffersonian sim plic­ 
ity has been at a discount, w hile waste and 
extravagance have run riot, and there has 
been a steady effort to ape the splendor of 
European courts. 
And at the elections the 
old Democratic tactics of fraud, intimidation 
ami m urder have liecn brought into full play, 
without provoking a word of remonstrance 
from Washington.

As for a revolution, that would have been 
impossible without engaging again in armed 
rebellion. 
The Republican .Senate stood 
squarely and firmly between the country and 
any scheme of revolutionizing the govern 
ment that the executive m ight have advised 
or the lower bouse undertaken. 
And how 
ever much the old relmls in Congress might 
have yearned for another tilt at arms, they 
had a wholesome ami restraining recollection 
of past occurrences. 
T heir party had indeed 
numliercd al the polls as large a force as the 
Republicans, but they knew that rebellion 
would let I ooh- into entire freedom lo bear 
arm sa million men whose votes they had sup 
pressed. 
There would 
then lie another 
counting of the “ adherents" of the two p ar­ 
ties, and the Republican party would again 
have with it the big m ajority that carried the 
flag lo Appomattox. 
Hut while the Democratic party is able to 
“ point with pride ” to the fact that it did not 
■gain prove itself a revolutionary party, it 
w eal as tar as it could in its endorsement of 
a previous revolution and rebellion. 
The 
Confederate soldiers in the Cabinet were to 
the Union soldiers there us two to one. 
Un­ 
ion soldiers by the hundred were turned 
out of places to make room for Confederates. 
T he dependent |M«nsion bill tor the benefit of 
Union veterans was vetoed, while the Mexi­ 
can pension bill, a companion measure whose 
lienefits inured almost wholly to Confcde 
ates, was approved. 
The vetoes of private 
pension hills for Union veterans and their de 
pendents were almost numberless, while M 
Cleveland's last official act was the veto of 
the direct tax bill, which would have restored 
to all the slates that paid it Hie direct tax 
levied for the support of the war in 1861 
And when he went out of office he curried 
away twenty-six pension bills, which were 
thus squelched by the pocket veto. 
The only 
compliment which Harper 
Weekly can Anil to bestow upon the departed 
administration is for refraining from the one 
act of revolution through armed rebellion 
that the Democratic party dared not unde 
take. 
Is the Weekly a fair eulogist ? Is what 
it has said the lent that could lie said ? 
The

« Canadian Parliam ent. 
Last week Professor 
Weldon introduced a bill providing for the 
surrender to the United Suites of all crimi 
nals who have escaped from this country and 
are domiciled in the Dominion. 
Before in 
traducing the bill Weldon made a quiet cnu 


Vass among the members, and thinks he has 
secured enough unequivocal promises to as­ 
sure its passage. 
The movement threw the whole lienal col­ 
ony into alarm. 
A conference was at once 
arranged in Montreal between Keenan and 
John C. Eno, who stole $2,000,000 from the 
(Second National Bank of New York, and the 
result is a concerted attempt to defeat the 
bill by bribery. 
Keenan at once communi­ 
cated with his resident fellow boodlers,Demp­ 
sey, De Lacey and Bay Ie*. 
The conferees 
sent 
him 
last 
Wednesday 
on 
a 
mis­ 
sion to 
Toronto, 
Hamilton 
and 
Wind­ 
sor, 
to 
confer 
with 
other 
thieves, 
and be returned on Tuesday. 
He found in 
Toronto Thomas A x worthy, who stole $450, - 
OOO from the city of Cleveland, Ohio, H. D. 
Reboil, who stole $14,000 from the Chicago 
•ad North wet (era railroad, and H. G. Stick­ 


ney, who stole $17,000 from C. L. Daven­ 
port of Boston. 
In W indsor lie found John 
E. Sullivan, tile Indianapolis County Clerk 
who defaulted for over $100,000, and Henry 
(Hickman who stoic $60,000 from patrons in 
St. Louis. 
He found Joseph A. Moore, 
another Indianapolis thief who stole $500,000 
from the Connecticut Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, residing in Kingston, the notorious 
Mother Mnndlehnum of New York in Ham il­ 
ton, and Amandus Ebert, a Cincinnati swin­ 
dler to the tune of $15 ,000, in Montreal. 
Keenan aud Ids conferees had agreed that 
$100,000 must lie raised and possibly more, 
and on returning to Montreal he was able to 
report subscriptions to the amount of $23,- 
000.

Keenan, Eno and a lawyer In their employ 
arc at Ottawa now, looking after the inter­ 
ests of the colony in Parliament, 
The coun­

are found to be “ impressionable” are given a 
quiet supper at E no’s rooms.

they leave are supposed to find a “ wad" in 
their pockets, placed there by some m ysteri­ 
ous agency.

lay action by dilatory motions. 
Bo uncertain 
are the boodlers, however, of preventing its 
passage, that they have already w ritten to 
Billy Maloney at Amsterdam inquiring as to 
the desirability of that, place fo ra health re 
sort. 
Bimilar inquiries hnve 
been sent to 
Belgium, France, Sputa, Laly and the Argon 
tine Republic. 
Iii the meantime Keenan finds that the 
most pressing need of tile colony is un organ. 
His thoughts turn instinctively to one or two 
Democratic newspapers on this side of the 
line w hich lie lias braced up, and lie wonders 
whether they will not come over and help 
him.

The fire is Ih IIcvciI to have originated in 
the hnrk mill, as flames were first discovered 
there. 
A high wind was blowing, and the 
fin* burned rapidly, which prevented tile sav­ 
ing of any of the stock in the building. The 
flames lit up the surrounding country. 


THROWN OLT OK EMPLOYMENT. 
A large mint lier of men are throw n out of 
employment hy the disaster, and the loss will 
he felt by the people of the place as well as 
by the owners. 


LOSH AND INSURANCE. 
An effort was made to-day to learn the loss 
And insurance,hut neither McKinsiry nor Dcyo 
could be found, they having left tile place 
early this morning on business. 
It is under 
stood, however, that the tannery and stock 
wore not fully Insured. 


WTLL PROBABLY REBUILD. 
Messrs. M cKinsiry and Deyo expect to re 
build the tannery as soon as the insurance is 
settled.
